Military Banq uet Given by Local Military Org aniza­ 


tions Thursd ay Evening at the Armory 


a Notab le Patriotic Event 


Tie Perry township board of edu­ 
cation 
held an 
important 
special 
meeting at the First National 
bank 
building Thursday evening, rescinding 
their former action in deciding to cen­ 
tralize the five district schools in the 
township early nex t fall, fix ing the an­ 
nual tax levy for school purposes in 
the township, and providing for the 
taking of the school enumeration. The 
most important action was that taken 
in connection with the centralization 
of the schools. 
A provision of the new school code 
lias made it possible for a large num­ 
ber of township school scholars, by 
moving into the range of 
the city 
schools and keeping a certain distance 
away from the district schools, to at­ 
tend the city schools at the ex pense 
of the township. 
To such an ex tent 
has this provision been taken advan­ 
tage of in Perry townshp that some 
immediate remedial 
action 
by the 
township was imperative, the ex pense 
thus incurred threatening to bankrupt 
the township school funds. 
The cen­ 
tralization and "kid wagon" plan, now 
quite generally in vogue in several 
counties in Ohio, was suggested. This 
question, however, had to l>e put to a 
vote of the people, and an election 
was called. 
It was later discovered, 
however that 
no 
sjiecial election 
could be legally held, and that the 
election would have to go over until 
the regular election this fall. 
Ten 
day s ago the board discovered a pro­ 
vision in the code, which the state 
superintendent held valid, which au­ 
thorized the township board to sus- 
T»t nd school in the sub-districts and 
establish centralization without a vote 
of the people. 
This procedure was 
determined on at a special meeting 
of the board held last Saturday night. 
Another special 
meeting 
of the 
lM>aril was called for Thursday night 
to take up the matter of providing 
transportation and quarters for 
the 
pupils under the centralized sy stem, 
which it had been intended to inaug­ 
urate with the opening of school nex t 
September. 
When the lM» ard 
mem­ 
bers assembled the m atter was very 
carefully talked over and reconsid­ 
ered. and at the conclusion of this 
conference the hoard decided to post­ 
pone centralization of 
the schools, 
submitting the question to a vote of 
the tax pay ers of the township at the 
regular election nex t November, when 
the board hopes to be able to carry 
the plan and effect its permanent es­ 
tablishment. 
It is felt that it is im- 
per&tive to reduce the ex pense which 
has accrued as the result of the oper­ 
ation of the present school law, and 
also that the centralization plan has 
material advantages over the present 
country district sy stem, especially in 
the matter of 
making 
possible 
a 
graded school. 
When the board came to consider 
the matter of quarters the only build­ 
ing in town which seemed to be avail­ 
able was the old Terrace Inn prop­ 
erty on Chestnut street. 
This was 
thought to be too close to the main 
business section of the city and to the 
street car lines. Again, a contract for 
at least three y ears would have to be 
made, and if the plan failed to prove 
satisfactory the board would be obli­ 
gated to pa> rent, 
for that period. 
There was some objection on the part 
of parents of the children also. Alto­ 
gether the board members on recon­ 
sideration thought 
it best that 
the 
board should not assume this entire 
responsibility , and that it would be 
better to let the voters of the town­ 
ship pass on it. 
The centralization 
plan will therefore go before the town­ 
ship residents at the election nex t 
November. 
If it carries it is prob­ 
able 'hat a new school building will 
be built at one sine of town, suitably 
located, with ample play grounds, the 
sy stem installed on a practical basis. 
The board fix ed the annual tax levy 
for school purposes. 
It is vastly in- 
i-reased this y ear over former y ears, 
having heretofore been quite low, as 
compared with other townships. The 
cost Of township pupils’ tuition in the 
city schools, a very material item, had 
♦ o be provided for in the tuition fund 
and also provision made for the build- 
mg ( ; an addition to the school build­ 
ing in the Chestnut 
Grove district, 
should the 
centralization 
plan not 
carry nex t. fall. 
The total levy this 
y ear is fix ed at 7kg mills, as compared 
to about 4 mills last y ear, or an in­ 
crease of 3 4 mills.

The secretary reported a conference 
with the railroad officials in regard to 
the trains. 
It was decided to have 
two trains leave Salem at 6:30 and 7 
a. m. 
The returning trains are to 
leave Cleveland at 8 and 12 m. 
re­ 
spectively . 
The trains going will stop only at 
the Euclid avenue station In Cleve­ 
land, where all the passengers are 
to lie unloaded. 
The returning trains 
will leave Cleveland from the Union 
station and stop at the Euclid, Wood­ 
land and Newburg stations. 
The railroad officials state that it 
will he possible to make the run from 
Salem to Cleveland In two hours 
or 
less. 
The new double track between 
Alliance and Cleveland is open and 
a high rate of speed can be main­ 
tained. 
It was decided to send an invitation 
to Manager Ny e of the Cleveland dis­ 
trict of the American Steel and ¿Vire 
Co., inviting the officials and 
em­ 
ploy es of the local plant and the Cleve­ 
land plants of the company to attend 
the picnic. 
A report from the man­ 
agement of Luna park states that the 
park will soon be opened. 
The cut 
elsewhere found may give an idea of 
the magnitude and

of the 
place. 
At the nex t meeting of the

mittee, to be held nex t Wednesday 
evening, May 3, the advertising and 
amusement committees will 
be

pointed. 
It is the intention to cut 
down a part of the amusements this 
y ear and not have such a long pro­ 
gram of sporting events, giving those 
who attend a greater opportunity to 
roam about the park and view Cleve­ 
land. 
A visitor who was jiresent stated 
that Luna park resembled the

American ex position at Buffalo, and 
also had many features characteristic 
of Coney Island.

massive character of Lincoln, say ing

A. R. button, a budge of honor 
and

Mike Hoover, a foreigner residing 
with his wife and infant child at 55 
Newgarden street, made a sensational 
attempt on the lives of his wife and 
the child about Id o’clock Thursday 
night. 
That a s« *rious crime w*as not 
committed is 
due to the agility of 
the wife, who made her escape to a 
neighboring residence and gave the 
alarm 
The |K>lice were sent to the 
scene at once, but th« > foreigner had 
made his escape before their arrival, 
and up to noon today no arrest had 
b«*«*n made. 
From tlu* tale told by Mrs. Hoover 
tlu* husband has been affected with 
¡m Insane jealousy for some time i>ast, 
has threatened her life repeatedly , and 
made one or two assaults on h« *r. Ac­ 
cording to her r**port, the fellow ap­ 
pears to b<* suffering from a mental 
hallucination that she Is untrue to 
him, and has made dire threats on her 
lit’«* and person at various intervals.

Hoover 
retired 
Thursday 
night he t« x » k with him to bed a long, 
sharp cheese knif« *, which was a part 
of the culinary equipment 
at 
the 
home. 
In some way his wife dlscov- 
ered the knif« *, partially secreted un­ 
der the pillow, and having In mind 
his r« *e« » nt th m itx on h« *r life, at once 
apprehended that h«* sought to slay 
her tu her slt*ep. 
Greatly alarmed she attempted to 
gi*t up and <lr« *x s, intending t«> make 
her escuis* to a neighbor's house. She 
was only partially dresstid, however, 
when the husband awakened, pounced 
u|x >n her, and seizing the knife 
an 
nouneed ihat he intended i«> kill her 
and 
ex terminate 
the 
family . 
H» * 
forced lu*r to repeat what he declared 
would be her last pray er to God, and 
evidently 
intended 
to 
make good 
«‘very threat which he had uttered. 
In sheer terror for her life the wo­ 
man attempted to escape his clutches, 
and In Hu« scuffle which ensiu*d h** made 
several vicious lunges with the knife 
at her, mu* of which strurk lu*r ut the 
waist, penetrating h« *r clothing and 
cutting a slash in the garment from 
tlu* 
waist 
down ward. 
Fortunately , 
the knif« * did not reach her body . 
After struggling aland the woman 
' succeeded ill Lacing herself from Ills 
j grasp and fled from the house, run­ 
ning across lots to Hu* Ford home 
I in Wilson str« *« *t, near the railroad, 
pursued by 
the infuriated 
husband 
with tin* knit'« *. 
Arriving at the Ford 
hooi« : she aroused the family , and was 
given temporary protection 
The hus­

■are not able to continue in active s e r­ 
vice was announced by F ra nk A Van- 
derlip, vice pre sid ent of the N ational 
C ity bank of New York. 
P rofessors 
of the United S tates, C anada and New- 
foum lland will » hare in the d istrib u­ 
tion of the incom e of th e fund. 
Mr. 
V’anderlip se a t the follow ing letter to 
th e pre ss: 
“ Mr. A ndrew C arnegie has tra ns ­ 
ferred to a board of trustee s, c onsist­ 
ing in the m ain of presid ents of the 
moat im portant colleges in th e U nited 
S tates and C anada, $10,000,000 
first 
m ortgage 5 per cent steel corporation 
bonds. 
The purpose of the trust fund 
th us civa , d is to provide annuities 
for coliege professors in th e U nited 
S tates, 
C anada 
and 
N ew foundland 
who. from old age or oth er physical 
disability, an* no longer in a position 
to render the m ost efficient service. 
It is Mr. C arnegie's belief th a t th is 
fund will not only provide a dignified 
pension system for a body of m ost 
w orthy, 
seif sacrificing 
and 
poorly 
paid men, but th a t it will be of dis 
tinct value to the cause of education 
in offering an opportunity to the tru s ­ 
tees of a college to re tire m em bers of 
th e faculty who have fairhfully served 
the institution for m any years, and to 
replace such m en w it It young, vigor­ 
ous and efficient professors. 
W ill Organize Corporation. 
“ 1 am taking the liberty of inclosing 
herew ith Mr. C arnegie’s le tte r outlin­ 
ing the na ture of his bequest.

le tte r was w ritten to the m em bers of

trustees. 
T he list of 
truste e s is also inclosed. 
All have 
accepted. 
"S teps will at once be taken to or­ 
ganize a corporation to form ally re ­ 
ceive the bequest.

In the m eantim e 
it is Mr. C arnegie- 
desire that Dr. 
P ritch ett, president of the M assachu­ 
se tts Institute of T echnology, and m y­ 
self to proceed to obtain data from all 
th e institutions concerned for use at 
the m eeting of the trustee s 
"T he bonds which Mr. C arnegie has 
ho generously donated have a m arket 
value of $11,000,000 and will produce 
an annual incom e of $500,000. 
"T he corporation w hich 
is 
being 
form ed will be styled ‘T he C arnegie 
F oundation.’

O berlin, O., April 28.-—“ T he new s of 
C arnegie's gift com es as a great sur­ 
prise." said P resid ent K ing of O berlin 
college, “and is especially welcom e to 
us from th e fact that we have for a 
long tim e been figuring on how we 
could provide annuities for our retired 
professors.

nerve displayed b y either of them . 
As j 
the m en reached the tra p door, and i 
b efore th<* noose 
was 
placed 
ab ou t 
the ir necks, Jackson, who w as a rapid 
speaker, tu rn ed his head and shou te d : 
“Goodb y. 
gen tlem en ; 
m eet 
me 
in j 
heaven." Ob ey contented him self w ith ! 
cryin g ou t: 
“Goodb y, everyb ody.” 
v j 
Sheriff D ickson pu lled the lever am i ' 
the m en dropped, the fall b eing ab ou t 
five feet. 
Ja c k son 's death w as a hard 
one, as it w as du e to stran gu lation , 
and his convu lsions w ere frightfu l to 
w itness.
